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Proof that the California State Veterinary 
Medical Association wide-awake, well- 
administrated and strongly-knit organization 
has certainly been exemplified the past two 
months. Information concerning the deadly 
legislation which was pending Sacramento 
against the profession was received your 
executive secretary, Charles Travers, about 
the middle February. The action that fol- 
lowed rapid succession various members 
the association and special committees 
the same will surely down the records 
our association history-making protective 
activity for the good all. The most poten- 
tially dangerous pair bills were Senate Bill 
No. 1251, introduced Senators Hatfield and 
Sutton, and the companion Bill 
No. 2122, introduced Mr. Hansen, dealing 
with proposed lay-vaccination cattle under 
the State Brucellosis vaccination law. 

Following the receipt copies the pro- 
posed legislation, Mr. Travers called meeting 
February 23d his home San Francisco 
discuss proper procedures follow fighting 
the bills. attendance were Drs. Har- 
ing, Joseph Arburua, Floyd White, Charles 
Stafford, Collinson, Cope, Richard 
Stiern, Irving Roberts and Fred Pulling, and 
Charles Travers. After most enjoyable 
dinner, the group spent the evening planning 
the activities which were follow attempt- 
ing defeat this legislation. you all know, 
the letter concerning the same, which each 
you received, was formulated this meeting 
and copies and the two bills were mailed 
all members the association. 

Two intervening meetings were held under 
the direction Dr. Collinson, Turlock. 
The first was one the home Senator 
George Hatfield the Stevinson area, Merced 
County. Sunday morning, March 4th, large 
animal practitioners from Merced and Stanis- 
laus counties “told their story” the Senator 
and quickly explained that the bill had not 
originated with him but with the California 
Farm Bureau. offered arrange meet- 
ing his office for the association explain 
its stand but subsequently this was not needed. 
The second meeting was held the lobby 
the Hotel Fresno. Again aggregation 
Fresno, Madera, Tulare and Kings counties 
veterinarians gathered discuss the problem 
with Assemblyman William Hansen. Dr. Col- 
linson acted spokesman. Mr. Hansen re- 
iterated the words Senator Hatfield pointing 
out the fact that had not authored the bill 
and that had been proposed the Farm 
Bureau. 

was indeed apparent March 15th Sac- 
ramento when the final meeting was held 
this problem that members the association 
all over the state had banded together 
common effort influence aiding the 
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cause, for that last conference the group 
veterinarians that met with the statewide 
Bang’s Committee were greeted with great 
deal respect. The fact that individual prac- 
titioners had met with various groups talked 
with key legislators discussed the problem 
with influential individuals throughout Cali- 
fornia aided the situation greatly. the 
meeting the following were attendance: 
Furtado, George Hart, Clark, Axie 
Morgan, Lambert, Boyd, James 
Fulmor, Frank Pellissier, Charles 
Misuraca, Ben Dean, Griffin, Joe 
Cooke, Charles Travers, Collinson, 
Whitaker, Fred Pulling, John King, 
Traum, Chas. Stafford. 


These men conferred with representatives 
the leading dairy organizations and other im- 
portant livestock groups effort defeat 
legislation which might have been the most 
poisonous legislative blow our profession had 
received many, many years. First, the 
dairymen’s committee discussed two other bills 
among themselves. They decided recom- 
mend the dropping the bill concerning the 
checking all ear tattooes dairy females 
public auctions, etc. Next, they decided 
back the bill requiring all female dairy cattle 
entering the state have been officially calf- 
hood vaccinated negative the aggluti- 
nation test prior entry and vaccinated 
within ten days following arrival within the 
state. During these discussions Dr. Carr, 
Ozanian and Dr. John King made valuable 
contributions the committee’s thinking 
its request. 

Finally, the lay-vaccination bills were pre- 
sented for discussion. Mr. Joe Hart Mo- 
desto, Chairman, called upon the association 
for its stand. Dr. Collinson had been chosen 
act spokesman for the State Association. 
Dr. Collinson outlined the sound thinking 
the members the association and the tragic 
effects that surely would result from lay- 
vaccination program both from professional 
and livestock and public health standpoint. 
also admitted that some areas the vaccina- 
tion had not been done quite completely 
should have been but stressed that the 
majority practitioners were doing their best 
cooperate. remarked, “I’m sure Mr. 
Hart, your chairman, knows the good job that 
being done, for his area approximately 
per cent the dairy heifers have been 
vaccinated!”

Annual Report the Humane Organizations Committee 


This year has been one extreme interest, 
well good hard work for the Humane 
Organizations Committee California State 
Veterinary Medical Association. Also vital 
importance the whole veterinary profes- 
sion. 

Due lack authority the state asso- 
ciation, your chairman has acted his own 
capacity and under the authority the South- 
ern California Veterinary Medical Association 
and way has the state association been 
represented implicated the words acts 
myself. 

During the last months the Animal 
Allies, Inc., Mercy Crusade, the Alameda 
County Anti-Vivisection Society and the Dog 
Defenders San Francisco have been de- 
manding that the Los Angeles city council 
make law that mass destruction the only 
alternative for Los Angeles’ thousands un- 
wanted and unclaimed animals. the con- 
trary the Los Angeles County Medical Asso- 
ciation, the Los Angeles Board Health Com- 
missioners and the Medical Research Society 
Southern California were recommending 
the city council that some the unclaimed and 
unwanted impounded animals now doomed for 
destruction saved for scientific studies 
Los Angeles’ qualified responsible research 
institutions. The Medical Research Society 
Southern California have been holding 
monthly meetings the Children’s Hospital 
Hollywood which time the various com- 
mittees and advisory council reported and dis- 
cussed ways and means combatting the 
publicity disseminated the anti-vivisection 
groups, well the Hearst papers, fully 
realizing that the question would the near 
future presented for decision before the 
city council. 

June, 1949, the Medical Research Society 
invited your chairman become member 
the advisory council, which was accepted 
individual and not representative 
any organization. Dr. Mack Scott was also 
invited attend the monthly meetings and 
sure assisted more than most appre- 
ciate making the medical group realize that 
the veterinary profession was indispensable 
the fight and that our needs and desires are 
mutual. 

The matter the policy the Southern 
California Veterinary Medical Association was 
presented one our local meetings and 
was voted that the Southern California Veteri- 
nary Medical Association would endorse the 
Medical Research Society. 

Later was voted and passed that the asso- 
ciation would participate actively the fight 


support ordinance for the use animals 
for research. 

Upon learning that the date April 19th 
was set for public hearing two issues, 
Mr. Philip Gelb, director publicity the 
National Research Society, was drafted and 
given the position executive secretary 
the Medical Research Society Southern 
California organize and direct the forth- 
coming campaign. 

Newspaper releases were published. Peti- 
tions were placed the hands different or- 
ganizations have signed and forwarded 
the city council. 

The veterinarians received 5000 signatures 
and the veterinarians established and publi- 
cized six-point policy, copy which 
follows: 


Veterinarians Back Medical Pound Law for the 
Welfare of Pets and Pet-Owners. 


The Southern California Veterinary Medical Asso- 
ciation has endorsed the pound ordinance as proposed 
by the Medical Research Society of Southern Cali- 
fornia, because this is the only pound law the Los 
Angeles City Council has been given to consider that 
has the health and welfare of the dog and cat in 
mind. Through all the emotionality on this issue, 
these six facts are inescapable: 

The Medical Research Society pound ordinance 
lengthens the present period for holding the animals 
at the pound after they are picked up. No other 
proposed ordinance even mentions this. 

2. The Medical Research Society pound ordinance 
would eliminate even the possibility of pet-stealing. 
When the pet owner assured that the only dogs and 
cats used in research are a few of the unwanted and 
unclaimed animals “reprieved”’ from the pound, then 
he also will be assured that there is no chance of his 
pet being so used. 

3. The Medical Research Society pound ordinance 
states, “If the owner the animal specifically asks 
the City Pound to destroy the animals, this action 
shall be carried out as desired.”” Propaganda that your 
pet will end up in a laboratory, if this law is passed, 
is just that—propaganda. If you want your dog or 
cat to be put to sleep by the pound, the animal will 
be. 

4. The Medical Research Society pound ordinance 
allows for the inspection and licensing of medical 
institutions by both the City Health Department and 
the Board Animal Regulation. other proposed 
pound ordinance offers anything at all to see that 
only qualified medical research is maintained. 

The Medical Research Society pound ordinance 
would set up rules and regulations to “provide ade- 
quate care of experimental animals and minimization 
of suffering.’”” No other proposed ordinance takes the 
welfare of the research animal into consideration. 

6. The Medical Research Society pound ordinance 
would make it possible to train more and better 
veterinarians and to expand veterinary research. The 
best way we can benefit our own dogs and cats is to 
allow few the thousands unwanted animals, 
that are now destroyed in the pound uselessly, to be 
“reprieved for research.” 

These constructive safeguards and aids for the 
benefit of the dog, the cat and the pet-owner, all of 
which exists only in the pound ordinance as proposed 
the Medical Research Society Southern Cali- 
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fornia, and other pound law now before the 
City Council, leaves every veterinarian, pet-owner and 
true animal-lover no alternative other than to en- 
dorse the Medical Research Society's proposals whole- 
heartedly. 

We veterinarians feel that if the City Council 
passes any antivivisectionist-proposed pound law, it 
is not just the health and welfare of the people that 
will suffer. The health and welfare of our dogs and 
cats will suffer as well. If you are a pet owner, let 
your Councilman know the animal-lover supports the 
Medical Research Society pound ordinance.

Shortly before Election Day, surgeons the Johns 
Hopkins Hospital in Baltimore performed their thou- 
sandth “blue baby” operation. The technique, which 
has saved many more thousands of lives elsewhere, 
was developed at Johns Hopkins by two famed doc- 
tors, Alfred Blalock and Helen Taussig, in a long 
course of experimenting on dogs. The dogs got the 
same care, the same anesthesia, as would a human 
patient. Not all the dogs died—if they had, the ex- 
periment would have been failure. For example, 
Anna, now a laboratory pet, is as well today as 312- 
year-old Gene Haskins, Jr., whose life the dog helped 
to save. 

Not from Books. Surgery on dogs was no less essen- 
tial to the perfection of stomach and intestinal 
operations. And surgeon must learn his skill 
work on dogs; he could no more learn to open the 
human chest and remove lung reading text- 
book than a Rubinstein could become a pianist with- 
out touching a keyboard. Millions of men and women 
now living would have died, or suffered immeasurably 
more, if insulin and penicillin had not been tested 
and retested on animals. With some drugs, each 
batch must tested before can sold. 

In spite of these facts, the voters of Baltimore were 
invited last week deny medical schools the strays 
in the dog pounds which are doomed to be gassed 
anyway. The voters were invited also set 
“humane commission” which, by legal sleight of 
hand, could have crippled research in the city on any 
animals. 

From the Jails? No issue on the ballot had done 
more to arouse Baltimoreans. The campaign had 
boiled for months. At a public hearing, the anti- 
vivisectionists were challenged to choose between the 
healthy, happy child (once a blue baby) who was 
present and a mongrel stray. Many of the wild-eyed 
agitators in the audience hissed the child, cheered 
the cur. Challenged to say how medical science could 
advance without experiments on animals, anti-vivi- 
sectionists had suggested using human beings— 
starting with waterfront bums, then prisoners the 
jails, finally the inmates insane asylums. 

Doctors put on a whizbang campaign. Among 
scores of groups backing them were the Baltimore 
Animal Aid Association, the Baltimore Beagle Club 
and the Lions Club. At the polls, the people chose to 
put people ahead of dogs. The vote: 160,264 to 38,445. 

In Los Angeles, such shenanigans were an old story. 
Anti-vivisectionst campaigns had denied an ade- 
quate supply of pound animals to researchers, and 
work was slowed in some of the most advanced re- 
search—much of it (for the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion) into the effects.of radiation. Harry Goldblatt, 
who was shot at in 1948 by a fanatic dog-lover, was 
also hamstrung in his efforts to develop an artificial 
heart-lung apparatus. 


*At the January 22, 1951, business meeting of the 
CSVMA it was voted that “The CSVMA go on record 
as being opposed to legislation which would prohibit 


using animals for properly conducted medical re- 
search.” 


Last summer, get the animals they needed, the 
research advocates drew up a proposition for the 
ballot. Against them were the usual animal defense 
crews and such outfits as the Mercy Crusade, Tail- 
waggers’ Foundations and Animal Allies. Fake pic- 
tures of torture of animals were stuffed under doors. 
Grisly tales were circulated that doctors, not content 
with canine victims, were mangling babies. Handouts 
denounced medical researchers as fiends, ghouls, sad- 
ists, murderers. 


Angelenos voted (357,393 261,699) allow the use 
stray dogs and cats (less than tenth those 
usually destroyed) for medical research.

Bacteriologic Studies Recent Bovine Abortions California*

Although bovine abortion has long been 
problem major concern, reports extensive 
losses have not until recently been followed 
significant increase the number speci- 
mens from such cases the Animal Pathology 
Laboratory. review recent laboratory 
data shows that average less than six 
cases per year was received throughout the 
period 1940 1947, inclusive. 1948, nine 
cases were received. This number increased 

Despite the marked increase and the receipt 
specimens, the numbers not necessarily 
reflect the proportionate increase abortion 
cases the field, but rather more frequent 
requests for service veterinary practitioners. 
The present high prices cattle, more exten- 
sive veterinary service and improved facilities 
for the transportation laboratory specimens 
doubt combine influence owners re- 
quest veterinary service and further prompt 
the veterinarian use the laboratory. 
addition, there has doubt been increase 
the number cattle owners, many whom 
have had previous experience cattle 
raising practices. Notwithstanding the influ- 
ence the above factors, marked increase 
specimens the laboratory does indicate 
that significant bovine abortion problem 
exists. 

The purpose this report present the 
results laboratory findings cases sub- 
mitted following abortion. 


Methods and Procedures 


most cases, the tissues were received 
the laboratory good state preservation. 
Occasionally fetus would arrive the lab- 
oratory frozen state. Whether not the 
freezing desirable may subject ques- 
tion, although was noted that bacteria were 
cultivated from some the specimens which 
had been frozen prior shipment. Direct 
microscopic examination fetal stomach con- 
tents was routinely conducted all speci- 
mens, and culture trials were made from liver, 
stomach contents and occasionally other 
tissues.

The failure re- 
cover Brucella organisms from what appeared 
representative group abortion cases 
was most surprising. 

should noted, however, that from many 
the problem herds only one fetus was sub- 
mitted the laboratory; hence, may 
postulated that had additional specimens been 
submitted Brucella other proven causes 
abortion may have been identified. 

the cases examined bacteriologically, 
harbored some specie bacteria. Members 
the Coliform group were recovered from 
per cent the specimens examined. 

The history accompanying specimens from 
two herds indicated the possibility low 
Vitamin level. Studies tissues from one 
the specimens indicated that Vitamin 
deficiency may have been responsible for some 
the abortions the herd, while tissues from 
the second case were found yield Vitamin 
level which was considered normal. 

Certainly there not sufficient evidence 
support the proposal that the organisms re- 
covered may considered primary etioligic 
agents abortion, although further work may 
needed prove that they may entirely 
disregarded all cases. Irrespective con- 
jecture concerning the possible role border- 
line pathogens, the failure recover proven 
etiologic agents does suggest the need con- 
sider other possible causes.

New Zealand there are some 1,750,000 
dairy cows. The industry essentially pas- 
toral nature and per cent total produc- 
tion exported the form butter and 
cheese. For efficient utilization pasture pro- 
duction, necessary calve the cows down 
early spring that their lactation curve 
coincides closely possible with the sea- 
sonal production pasture. About per cent 
the cows calve between mid-July and mid- 
September. They must mated within cor- 
respondingly short time. This introduces prob- 
lems infertility which are somewhat unique, 
that cows must not only put calf but 
they must put calf the right time;— 
otherwise they are equivalent permanently 
sterile cows.

The fertility ratio increases from 
about per cent two weeks after calving 
per cent after ten weeks and thereafter 
remains fairly constant. 

Herd Recording figures show average in- 
cidence about per cent abortions—this 
highest (10 per cent) two-year heifers. Data 
concerning the effect abortion subsequent 
fertility indicate that following abortion there 
much higher incidence sterility (15 per 
cent), but those cows which are fertile,

When samples the per cent 
cows “empty” the end the mating season 
are carried over the next season, found 
that per cent them hold the first serv- 
ice, per cent subsequent services and 
per cent remain “empty.” Similarly, the 
per cent heifers which failed conceive 
yearlings, per cent were retained the 
herd and calved three years old. 

The rapid development the veterinary 
profession, particularly associated with the 
dairy industry, recent years, has done much 
assist the dairy farmer diagnosing preg- 
nancy and investigating causes infertility. 

For number years now, calfhood vac- 
cination with Strain 19, voluntary basis, 
has led reduction abortion from brucel- 
loses two-year-old heifers below per 
cent.

This 
abortion occurred approximately the 115th 
day pregnancy. The doe involved did not 
show other abnormalities. Her appetite re- 
mained good and her milk flow started 
normal manner after she was placed the 
milking string. Symptoms metritis were 
not observed. 


Laboratory Examination 


Agglutination tests for brucellosis the 
forementioned blood samples were found 
negative. worthy note that the record 
has shown there has never been reactor 
animal found this herd. 

Lesions 

The fetus presented was early stage 
decomposition. Necrotic areas about mm. 
were observed throughout the liver. 
Bacteriology 

Tissue inoculations were made from the 
stomach fluid, liver and lungs into tubes 
semi-solid agar (Difco-motility) and onto 
blood agar plates (rabbit blood). Cultures 
were inoculated duplicate, half which 
were incubated aerobically and half jar 
containing per cent carbon dioxide. 

Smears were made from the liver, lungs, and 
stomach contents for microscopic examination. 
Part these were stained Wright’s method, 
dilute carbol-fuchsin, and Gram’s. Carbol- 
fuchsin proved the most satisfactory. Vibri- 
onic-like organisms were noted this time.

Slides were made from these cultures. The 
microorganism was found pure culture. 
was gram negative, motile and non-capsulated. 
Vibrionic forms were noted young cultures, 
but the organisms were longer and more spiral 
the older colonies. was difficult satis- 
factorily prepare stained smears after week’s 
time. Transfers were inoculated into dextrose, 
lactose, and sucrose broths addition lit- 
mus milk. Changes the carbohydrates and 
milk were not observed. 

Inoculation mice and guinea pigs failed 
show pathogenicity these laboratory ani- 
mals.

Vibriosis Cattle* 


Vibriosis cause bovine abortion was 
first reported 1918 Theobold Smith. 
isolated the gram-negative spiral comma- 
chaped rod, which called Vibrio fetus. 
did considerable work this disease, but 
following this, very little was done until re- 
cent years. Several factors are responsible for 
this lack study. Brucellosis obscured the 
importance the disease. The organism 
difficult cultivate. There are susceptible 
laboratory animals. 

This disease widely distributed through- 
out the country, and has been reported 
least states, including California. 

The pathology very similar brucel- 
losis. disease the fetal membranes 
which the organism causes interferences with 
the placental circulation. The placenta 
aborted fetus thick and leathery the inter- 
cotyledonary areas. Yellow areas necrosis 
are found the cotyledons. The stomach con- 
tents the diseased fetus thick, turbid, 
yellowish flaky fluid. These lesions cannot 
distinguished from those brucellosis unless 
bacteriological examination made. 

The symptoms are abortion, retained pla- 
centa and sterility. The annual abortion rate 
per cent. The average age expulsion the 
fetus five months. herds where studies 
have been made, was found that from 
per cent non-Brucella abortions were 
caused fetus. 

The diagnosis rests upon isolation the 
organism from aborted fetus placenta. 
The agglutination test some value. There 
are several limitations—the antigen from dif- 
ferent strains fetus vary sensitivity, 
stored antigen may change sensitivity, and 
certain cows have negative test following 
Vibrio abortion. 

Cattle are more resistant this disease than 
brucellosis. Cows usually abort only once. 
The blood test usually returns negative 
within six months. 

The epidemiology the disease uncer- 
brucellosis. The bull may have part trans- 
mission. Because the lack knowledge, 
However, recommended that aborting 
cows isolated until genital discharges cease. 
They should not rebred for four months 
until the genital tract returns normal. Re- 
tained placenta treated indicated.

The average minimum dose estradiol re- 
quired bring castrate animals into heat 
about 600 Rat Units daily for three days. The 
minimum amount stilbesterol required 
produce heat was 0.25 milligrams. Mucus pro- 
duction and excretion were inhibited when 
daily doses more than 5000 Rat Units 
estrogen were injected daily. More than 
milligrams daily progesterone seems 
the minimum amount required prevent 
abortion early pregnancy heifers with 
the corpus luteum removed from the ovary.

Injections atropine terminated heat four 
hours and delayed ovulation hours.

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Isotopes Metabolic Tracers* 
MAX KLEIBER, D.Sc. 


The great developments atomic physics 
have provided the biologist with new and 
very powerful tool for metabolic research— 
isotopes tracers. 

The basic principles involved the use 
such tracers were mentioned briefly. Some 
results obtained the “Davis Tracer Team,” 
research organization supported the 
Atomic Energy Commission, were used 
illustrate the application radioactive iso- 
topes the study metabolism and food 
utilization dairy cows. Radioactive phos- 
phorus injected into the cow’s blood stream 
was followed its secretion milk, excretion 
feces, and deposition the various organs. 
scheme cow’s phosphorus metabolism 
was presented summarizing the major transfer 
rates. 

Cows were injected with various fatty acids 
labeled with radioactive carbon. The rates 
which the carbon from these compounds ap- 
peared the breath the cow and 
organic components the major constituents 
milk was measured respiration trials. 
About one per cent the carbon injected 
inorganic carbonate appeared carbon the 
milk sugar, and over ten per cent the carbon 
injected acetate was secreted part the 
milk fat. 

Milk fever and ketosis cows were men- 
tioned problems, the study which will 
probably advanced the future use 
radioactive calcium and carbon tracers.

the usage veterinary hospitals veter- 
inary practitioners your state the words 
“Blue Cross” and/or blue cross type em- 
blem such hospitals, stationery, etc. 

you doubtless know, the Blue Cross plan 
hospitalization insurance for human beings 
has been tremendously expanded the past 
two three years until has developed prac- 
tically nation-wide usage. this plan has 
spread over the country, the Blue Cross man- 
agement has encountered several instances 
where veterinarians given locations are also 
using the blue cross name and/or emblem 
their animal hospitals, stationery, etc. Natur- 
ally this has caused certain amount con- 
fusion and questioning the part lay per- 
sons and even among physicians who may 
connected with the Blue Cross Commission 
the American Hospital Association, which 
the coordinating agency for the approved, non- 
profit hospital service plans the United 
States and Canada. 

Some time ago, representatives the Blue 
Cross Commission asked would deter- 
mine the extent which the name and em- 
blem are use veterinarians. Their at- 
titude most friendly and cooperative, 
being realized that some veterinarians have 
probably used the name and/or emblem for 
years before had any significance con- 
nection with Blue Cross Hospital service in- 
surance plans. 


The veterinary profession such has 
registered exclusive right trademark 
the blue cross name and emblem. effort 
obtain this right for the veterinary profession 
following World War was unsuccessful. 

Depending upon the results the survey, 
may discourage any new 
expanded use the blue cross name and em- 
blem veterinarians.

What you when owner claims 
didn’t order euthanasia? 


may have been honest misunderstand- 
ing. may that the owner regrets having 
told you ahead, and has persuaded him- 
self that didn’t. may find easier put 
the blame you than admit his wife 
that ordered euthanasia. Officious relatives 
the owner sometimes order euthanasia, 
without the owner’s consent. 

However such situation comes about, the 
dog gone, and the veterinarian may 
for lawsuit unless can show signed 
authorization for euthanasia. 

The euthanasia form does more than protect 
the veterinarian from future claims. insures 
that the client has really made his mind. 
Women especially, may able ask you 
put pet out its misery, yet quite unable 
sign the authorization. seems that 
woman only tells you it, you are killing 
the dog; but she signs paper she doing 
herself, which different. Such people will 
often wait few days more before making 
the final decision, and will feel better about 
afterwards, not having been rushed into 
anything. 

satisfactory form identifies the owner and 
the animal. authorizes the veterinarian 
his employees perform euthanasia and dis- 
pose the body any method the veteri- 
narian deems fit. releases the veterinarian 
from liability. The signer certifies that 
the owner the owner’s authorized represen- 
tative, and that the dog has bitten one with- 
days and has not been exposed rabies. 

Euthanasia forms may purchased from 
pharmaceutical houses and are practical 
necessity for the protection the veterinarian, 
the client, and the pet.
